highest degree .of helpfulness;? 
"I think/' he said, "that never be- 


fore has it been so necessary for us 
all to form a ju&t and tiue apprecia- 
tion of what has lately been accom- 
plished and then to see to it, but ev- 
ery means in our power that the peo- 
ple of the/United States have'knowl- 
edge of the great work" tiiett has been 
done iy the service, in time of war. 
"I find the air is at this moment full 
of: presages and i umors that attack! 
will shortly again be made upon the 
veterans': bureau, that propaganda of 
a certain sort is m preparation for 
use in aid of purposes not at all con- 
nected' with .the interests of the ex-

Defending his administration. Gen- 


real Hines said: "If it shall be said 
that there is anything fundamentally 
wrong- with the veterans bureau now - 
such statements shall be untrue. I am 
not so foolish and suggest that the 
administration of veteran relief is 
now a perfect thing, it never can be 
that and never will; but we can sayr— 
for its truth itself—-that an enormous 
stride has been taken.

The growing demand which is com- 


ing from motorists that there should 
"be uniformity in the controlling of 
motor driven traffic instead of the 
present medley of conflicting local 
and state statutes will, sooner or 
later result in a definite development 
along that line, according to, Ernest 
Greenwood, secretary of the confer- 
ence on^Street and Highwa\ Traffic, 
who is just now writing a series of 
articles on this broad Question. 
He 


cites a large number of organizations 
•which are working to that end and 
forecasts the adoption of a central 
code of traffic regulations which will 
not only reduce the number of fatali- 
ties -which each year may be "traced 
to the present conflict of laws, but 
also give that peace of mind which 
tourists find is impossible in their 
journeys across different states. Mr. 
Greenwood goes a little further and 
edvocates uniformity in the laws of 
automobile registration and the li- 
censing of drivers which would also 
be beneficial and bring relief from 
almost constant embarrassment.

her of automobiles became so acute. |

As Mr. A.'s business 


was raising mules (or the market, 
and they were the 
only cash crop 


he had, he naturally wished to real- 
ize the beat price obtainable. 


But when the time came to sell his 


other mules. Mr. B. showed him the 
contract. There was no. getting out 
of It. 
Mr. B. had the right to sell 
every mule he raised for five years: 
to sell them for what he pleased, to 
whom he pleased, and pay him the 
money when Jie pleased. 
Not only 


that, but Mr. B. took what of the 
sale price he pleased to pay himself 
and his other salesmen the salaries 
"Tte pleased to take. 


Mr, A. was desperately dissatisfied. 


His mules were taken from him.' He 
saw a third of the price they brought 
paid out to the salesmen. 
He could 


not object If the mules were sold with 
cheaper stock: he received the ave- 
rage price. 
He could not object if 


the price was not paid for years. He 
could not object if the banks refused 
to lend him money on his mules, for 
the banks said the terms of the con- 
tract made his mules not really his, 
as he had no control of when, where, 
or for what, they were sold. 


The banks 
said he 
was raising 
mules for Mr. B. and that ended the 
matter for them. 


Mr. A. was sick of the contract he 


had with Mr. B. by this .time and 
went to law with him over it. The 
courts said a contract was a con- 
tract and Mr. A.'B only recourse was 
not to raise mules.

Success or Failure? . 


That it seemed to hve failed: mere,- 


ly settles one mystery so far as ra- 
dio is concerned. 
Tet to many experimenters, 
the 
Mars test wasn't a failure, but an 
additional proof 
to establish 
their 


belief

no human- habitation 
exists on Mars. Astronomically, to 
these men, the radio teet was a suc- 
cess. 
With the Mars question pprti'-ally 
settled, radio 
must show Its possi- 


bilities in other scientific directions. 
In some persons' minds there is the 
obsessio,n..that..thls science- has -much 


to do with the peculiar weather we 
have had this year. 


It's absurd, say. others. Tet to the 


real scientist, nothing unproved is 
absurd.
